Report of the School Department 


Enrollment 


The total enrollment of the elementary schools is 36. The 
town is paying tuition on 9 high school pupils. Last year the 
average number of elementary pupils enrolled was 30, and the 
average daily attendance was 27.8. Tuitions were paid for 2 
elementary pupils and 10 high school pupils. 


A review of pupil progress shows that of 30 different elemen- 
tary pupils enrolled, 29 were promoted one or more grades, 
and 1 transferred to other schools. In the middle of the year 
a cooperative testing program for grades four to eight inclusive 
was conducted by superintendents of the southeastern section 
of Vermont. Revised forms of the complete battery of Stan- 
ford Achievement Tests were used testing paragraph and word 
meaning in reading, reasoning and computation in arithmetic, 
spelling, language usage, literature, geography, history, and 
elementary science. Average scores made by pupils of the 
town compared favorably with the results obtained from the 
southeastern part of the state in this examination. 


The Henmon-Nelson Tests of mental ability were given 
throughout the district in grades four to eight inclusive. 
Group tests of mental ability are used for the following pur- 
poses: (1) to supplement the teacher’s judgment of what the 
child is able to do; (2) to help to select children for special 
help; (8) to aid in educational and vocational guidance, par- 
ticularly in grades six to eight inclusive. 


Buildings, Grounds and Equipment 


A lot was bought near the church in East Dover. The 
Canaan school was moved to that lot and made over into an 
excellent school. New septic toilets were installed. The 
State Department does not recommend chemical toilets any 
more. New shades have been bought and the building wired 
for electricity. The pupils and teacher appreciate their new 
building very much. 


The building was placed on the lot so that in the future if the 
town wanted a two-room building, another school could be 
moved and placed end for end with the present building and 
made into an excellent two-room building. 
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Health — 


All children have been tested for eye and ear defects. 

You will again be called upon to vote for the Public Health 
Service as rendered by the nurse in your district. Again I 
ask your continued support of this project as it would be a 
great health hazard in and out of the schools to attempt to 
get along without it. The cost per town is extremely small 
but the benefits are often very valuable. Your local com- 
mittees contribute much community service as does the nurse. 

A hot lunch program in a school is a very worth while health 
project. Where these lunches have been served continually 
over a sufficient period to give a fair trial, and have been 
adequate to the needs of the pupils, good results have been 
observed. Some club or a group of parents could sponsor 
such a project. 


Teachers 


The State Department informed us that we have the greatest 
shortage of certified teachers at present than any time during 
the war. We have one hundred fifteen less certified teachers 
this year than last. It is predicted that this shortage will 
continue for at least three years. 


I am pleased to report that our schools are in capable hands 
and academic, moral and social progress is being shown through- 
out the schools. ‘Teachers have reported excellent cooperation 
from the parents and friends of the schools. 


Finances 


The 1947 legislature passed a law that the minimum salary 
for teachers would be $1500, $1600, $1700, or $1800, depend- 
ing on the number of years training. This is in keeping with what 
our neighboring states have already done although some of 
the states’ minimum salaries are higher. 

The State minimum high school tuition rate was raised from 
$75 to $100 and the elementary tuition was raised from $1.50 
per week to not more than $90 per year. 


The recommendation of the State Department of Education 
to increase the rate per equated pupil from $25 to $35 also 
became a law. This meant an increase of $990.07 in State Aid 
to the town of Dover over last year. 


The average cost per elementary pupil taken from the 


statistical report of the schools of. Dover for the school year 
ending June 30, 1947 was $144.84. 
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In conclusion I wish to express my appreciation to the 
teachers and all others for their cooperation in promoting the 


work of the schools.

Report of Public Health Nurse 


Town, State, and Federal Funds make it possible for residents 
of Dover to join with the people of many other towns and 
villages of various sections of the nation in enjoying the ad- 
vantages and protection of the Public Health Nursing Program. 

The tax funds used in supporting: Public Health Nursing 
Services are derived in the following manner: 10% is appro- 
priated from town funds; 28% from the State of Vermont; 
- while the remaining 62% is derived from Federal funds. 

With the current national shortage of nurses, the Public 
Health Nursing Program is severely handicapped today by 
the many difficulties encountered in procuring a sufficient 
number of properly qualified nurses who are capable of assum-~ 
ing duties and responsibilities that the average nurse is not 
especially trained to handle. 

The responsibility of your public health nurse, Miss Dorothy 
DeCelle, R.N., is determined by the health needs of the town 
and the money available for carrying on the work. It may 
include the following activities: assisting expectant mothers 
to carry out their physician’s instructions for good prenatal! 
care; care of the new mother and baby; health supervision 
of the infant, preschool, school child, and adult, including the 
prevention and control of disease, and aiding in the correction 
of defects. These are just a few of the services made possible 
by your public health nurse. 

Following is a summarization of the services of the public 
health nurse from December 1, 1946 to November 30, 1947: 


Type of Service 
Morbidity: 
6 visits to give nursing care to the sick in their homes. 


Maternity Service: 
14 visits were made to expectant mothers and to new mothers 
and their infants. 


Infant and Preschool Hygiene: 

15 were given medical examination by a physician. 

80 visits were made to homes to discuss with parents the 
health needs of their children. 


School Hygiene: 
93 personal hygiene inspections were made by the nurse. 
11 visits were made to the schools to assist with the school 
health program. 
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41 hearing tests were made with an audiometer. 
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48 visits to the homes to consult with parents about health 


problems of their children. 
Communicable Disease Preventive Measures: 


7 children of all ages immunized against diphtheria. 
9 children of all ages vaccinated against smallpox.

WHO ARE VOTERS IN TOWN MEETING? 


“Sec. 3499P.L. Qualifications of Voters. A male or female 
citizen twenty-one years of age, who has taken the freeman’s 
oath and whose list, including poll, is taken in a town at the 
annual assessment preceding a town meeting, and whose poll 
and old age assistance taxes due such town, were paid prior to 
February 1 preceding such town meeting, or who has attained 
the age of twenty-one years subsequent to the last annual 
assessment and resided in the town since April 1 last preceding, 
or who is exempt from taxation for any cause, shall, while 
residing in such town, be a voter in town meeting; but such 
citizen, if a resident of an incorporated village within such town, 
shall not vote in town meeting for town road commissioner 
unless at least fifteen percent of the last highway tax of such 
incorporated village has been paid to the town treasurer to be 
expended upon the highways of the town outside of such in- 
corporated village. A person qualified to vote in Town meet- 
ing under the provisions of this section shall be qualified to

Report of the School Department 


During the past school year a total of 38 pupils was enrolled 
in the elementary schools. The average daily attendance was 
35.2. Tuitions were paid for 10 high school pupils. 

Pupil progress for the year shows that of 38 different ele- 
mentary pupils enrolled 86 were promoted one or more grades, 
1 was not promoted and 1 transferred to other schools. In the 
middle of the year the battery of Stanford Achievement Tests 
was given, as in previous years. The results of these tests 
were very helpful to the teachers in comparing the educational 
standing of the pupils of the district with the standard norms 
for the country as a whole, for providing a guide for studies 
in the remainder of the year, and as an indication of pupil 
progress from the previous year. 

The Henmon-Nelson Tests of mental ability were given to all 
fourth grade pupils and new pupils in the school who had not 
been previously tested. These tests furnish a basis for determ- 
ining pupil capacity, thereby serving as an excellent guide for 
the teacher.

Buildings, Grounds and Equipment 
The schools of Dover are in very good condition with the 
exception of a few minor repairs. Equipment has been added 
to the playgrounds of both schools.

Tests for eye and ear defects have been given to all the 
children and corrective measures in most cases have been taken. 

The Public Health Service rendered by the district nurses 
has been excellent. Your nurses have been most cooperative 
and helpful. This is a project which is well worth your con- 
tinued support. |

Planning for the Future 

For the next ten to fifteen years, communities will be faced 
with’ the necessity of careful planning for the school program. 
This is due to the general need for more adequate school 
facilities, the large school population predicted for the next 
twelve years, changes in the school curriculum, and the scarcity 
of teachers. 

In most towns this will mean increased costs. Present 
indications are that there may be some slight additional help 
from both state and federal sources. However these will not, 
in all probability, be sufficient to take care of needs. 
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These are problems which must be faced, not only by your 
school officials but by all citizens of the community. The co- 
operation of all is essential if adequate solutions are to be found. 

In closing, please accept my profound thanks for the fine 
cooperation shown by the teachers, school board members and 
citizens in coping with our mutual problems.

Dover is one of 71 Vermont towns provided with public 
health nursing service by the State Department of Public 
Health. 

Dover appropriated $100. toward the cost of maintaining 
this service and state and federal funds paid the balance. 

The public health nursing service has as its primary purpose 
the promotion and maintenance of health and the prevention 
of illness in the community. 

In accomplishing this purpose, the Dover Health Council 
and other private and public agencies have been most helpful. 

The following statistical report shows the service which I 
gave your town as your public health nurse during the period 
from December 1, 1947 through November 30, 1948.

WHO ARE VOTERS IN TOWN MEETING? 


“Sec, 3499 P. L. Qualifications of Voters. A male or female 
citizen twenty-one years of age, who has taken the freeman’s 
oath and whose list, including poll, is taken in a town at the 
annual assessment preceding a town meeting, and whose poll 
and old age assistance taxes due such town were paid 
prior to January 1 preceding such town meeting, or who has 
attained the age of twenty-one years subsequent to the last 
annual assessment and resided in the town since April 1 last 
preceding, or who is exempt from taxation for any cause, shall, 
while residing in such town, be a voter in town meeting; but 
such citizen, if a resident of an incorporated village within such 
town, shall not vote in town meeting for town road commission- 
er unless at least fifteen percent of the last highway tax of such 
incorporated village has been paid to the town treasurer to be 
expended upon the highways of the town outside of such 
incorporated village. A person qualified to vote in Town meet- 
ing under the provisions of this section shall be qualified to vote 
in all other muncipal meetings.”

Report of the School Department 


The total enrollment of pupils in the elementary schools dur- 
ing the past year was 38. Average daily attendance was 31.9. 
High school tuition was paid for 10 pupils. 

Of the 38 pupils enrolled, 33 were promoted one or more 
grades, 2 were not promoted and 3 transferred to other schools. 
The average cost per elementary school pupil was $151.96. 

The average cost per high school pupil was $104.38. 

The Metropolitan Reading Readiness test is now being given 
to all first grade pupils. This test is designed to measure mental 
growth and development of pupils and is an aid to teachers in 
determining the proper period to start formal reading with 
beginning pupils. It is hoped that by the use of these tests a 
better foundation for reading can be laid for each pupil. Our 
reading program will be a little slower in the first grade but we 
expect to avoid numerous failures in the upper grades and 
greatly improve the reading of all pupils. 

Achievement tests were given in the spring and the results 
were gratifying. 

The physical condition of the East Dover School is good. 
Some repairs are necessary on the West Dover School. The 
floor should be sanded and refinished, and the foundation stones ~ 
of the building need resetting. 

The playground facilities of both schools are not adequate. In 
West Dover there is not enough ground for the children to play 
soft ball or other active games which are necessary for proper 
growth and development. At the East Dover School 
considerable leveling and filling should be done to improve the 
surface of the playground. The State Department of Education 
is recommending at least two acres of land with each rural 
school. This is far more than is available at our schools It is 
a matter which greatly affects the morale and spirit of the 
children in school and the citizens of Dover should give it serious 
consideration. 

The eye and ear tests were given to the children again this 
year. The school officials can do no more than to point out de- 
ficiencies. Corrective measures must be carried out by the par- 
ents.» Good health is an important factor in school success 
and should be carefully watched by the parents. 

The kind cooperation shown by the teachers, school board 
members and citizens has been extremely helpful during the 
past year.

Your Public Health Nurse 


Dover is one of the 88 Vermont towns provided with public 
health nursing service by the State Department of Health. 

Dover appropriated $100. toward the cost of maintaining 
this service. Of total funds appropriated for Health Depart- 
ment public health nursing service, local towns contribute 20%, 
the State of Vermont 41%, Federal grants—in aid 39%. 

The public health nursing service has as its primary purpose 
the promotion and maintainance of health and the prevention 
of illness in the community. 

In accomplishing this purpose we have had assistance from 
many local people. 

The following statistical report shows the services which I 
gave your town as your public health nurse during the period 
~ December 1, 1948 through November 30, 1949.

7th and 8th grade school children and several townspeople 
had chest X-rays taken at the clinic held in Townshend in May 
by the Vermont Tuberculosis Association.

In accordance with established custom, we are presenting a 
summary of State assistance payments during 1949 to indivi- 
duals applying from Dover. 


These payments are financed entirely from State and Federal 
sources except Aid to Dependent Children in which the town 
or city participates to the extent of 1214 percent and committed 
children for whom the muncipality reimburses the State for 
one-half the cost. The cost of all programs reflects to a large 
degree the economic consequences of the devaluation of the 
American Dollar in terms of purchasing power and its effect on 
savings and investments. 


Approximately 80 percent of all welfare and assistance in 
Vermont is now paid by the State. Vermont has proportion- 
ately fewer individuals receiving aid and smaller average pay- 
ments than the National average. Over 95 cents out of each 
public assistance dollar is paid to recipients and less than 5 
nea used for administration. No other State has a better 
record.

WHO ARE VOTERS IN TOWN MEETING? 


“Sec. 3499 P.L. Qualifications of Voters. A male or female 
citizen twenty-one years of age, who has taken the freeman’s 
oath and whose list, including poll, is taken in a town at the 
annual assessment preceding a town meeting, and whose poll 
and old age assistance taxes due such town were paid prior to 
January 1 preceding such town meeting, or who has attained 
the age of twenty-one years subsequent to the last annual 
assessment and resided in the town since April 1 last preceding, 
‘or who is exempt from taxation for any cause, shall, while 
residing in such town, be a voter in town meeting; but such 
citizen, if a resident of an incorporated village within such town, 
shall not vote in town meeting for town road commissioner 
unless at least fifteen percent of the last highway tax of such 
incorporated village has been paid to the town treasurer to be 
expended upon the highways of the town outside of such in- 
corporated village. A person qualified to vote in Town meet- 
ing under the provisions of this section shall be qualified to 
vote in all other municipal meetings.”

Report of the School Department 


Enrollment of elementary school students during the past 
school year was 84. The average daily attendance on which 
state aid is paid, was 31.2. Tuition was paid on 13 high school 
students and average daily attendance for these pupils was 11. 
State aid was paid for a total average daily attendance of 42.2 

upils. | 

Of the 34 pupils enrolled in the elementary school, 30 were 
promoted, 8 were promoted on condition and 1 transferred to 
another school. 

Our usual testing program was conducted again this year 
and results indicated average progress in the district in all 
subject matter with the exception of spelling. Teachers were 
informed of this situation where it occurred and remedial steps 
are being taken for improvement in this subject. 

In September twenty-one of the twenty-six teachers in the 
district voluntarily attended a special teachers’ workshop in 
art given in Bellows Falls and Brattleboro. The course. was 
provided by the Smith-Benney Co. of New York. As a result 
there has been a noticable improvement in the quality of our 
art work. This was done at no appreciable increase in cost 
to the schools. Our teachers are to be commended for their 
fine professional spirit and their willingness to cooperate in 
the improvement of our schools. 

The health program was continued again this year with the 
help of our public nurses and the local health clubs. Your ~ 
continued support of this program is again desired. 

During the summer the interior of the West school was re- 
decorated. In addition the foundation stones were reset. 
The chalk boards in both schools were refinished and window 
ventilators have been installed. Primary study tables and 
chairs were also purchased for both schools. 

A year ago this fall interested citizens raised approximately 
$610.00 which was divided between the two schools for special 
equipment. Purchases from these funds consisted of the 
following: 

East Dover School, electric record player, and records, © 
library books and several fine pieces of playground equip- 
ment. 

West Dover School, strip projector, science kit, electric 
record player and a set of Junior Encyclopedia Britannica. 

This was a splendid project and the citizens of Dover are to 
be commended for this fine endeavor. 

It seems necessary to call your attention to conditions which 
will affect. the general welfare of your children. At the close 
of the past year the outlook for schools seemed favorable and 
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all indications were that we were approaching a period of 
stability. Since the inception of the Korean affair conditions 
have changed very rapidly. We appear to be approaching a 
period similar in conditions to those which existed at the be- 
ginning of World War II. 

We have received notices from publishing companies and 
supply houses of price increases ranging from five to fifteen 
per cent. With industry calling for more manpower and the 
likelihood of universal military training, we can expect a 
- shortage of manpower in our Vermont communities. This in 
turn will have dire results on the supply of teachers and the 
enrollment of students in our teachers’ colleges. 

Indications are that in most communities school directors 
will be forced, against their wishes, to submit budgets for the 
coming school year which will be higher than last year. Every 
effort will be taken to economize without affecting the efficiency 
of your schools. Your help and cooperation will be deeply 
appreciated by your school directors. 

I wish to express my appreciation to the parents, citizens, 
teachers and school directors for their fine cooperation in school 
affairs during the past year.

Your Public Health Nurse 


Dover is one of the 88 Vermont towns provided with public 
health nursing service by the State Department of Health. 

Dover appropriated $139.00 toward the cost of maintaining 
this service. Of total funds appropriated for Health De- 
partment public health nursing service, local towns contribute 
20%, the State of Vermont 41%, Federal grants-in aid 39%. 

“The public health nursing service has as its primary purpose 
the promotion and maintenance of health and the prevention 
of illness in the community. 

In accomplishing this purpose we have had assistance from 
many local people. 

The following statistical report shows the services which 
your public health nurses gave during the period December 1, 
1949 through November 30, 1950.

Report of Social Welfare Dept.

In accordance with established custom, we are presenting a 
summary of State assistance payments during 1950 to indivi- 
duals applying from Dover. 

These payments are financed entirely from State and Federal 
sources except Aid to Dependent Children in which the town or 
city participates to the extent of 12% percent and committed 
children for whom the municipality reimburses the State for 
one-half the cost. The cost of all programs continues to 
reflect the economic consequences of the devaluation of the 
American Dollar. 

Approximately 80 percent of all welfare and assistance in 
Vermont is paid by the State. Vermont has proportionately 
fewer individuals receiving aid and smaller average payments 
than the National average. Ninety-six cents out of each public 
assistance dollar is paid to recipients and only four cents is 
used for administration. No other State has a better record.

WHO ARE VOTERS IN TOWN MEETING? 


“Sec. 3499 V.S. Qualifications of Voters. A male or female 
citizen twenty-one years of age, who has taken the freeman’s oath 
and whose list, including poll, is taken in a town at the annual 
assessment preceding a town meeting, and whose poll and old age 
assistance taxes due such town were paid prior to January | 
preceding such town meeting, or who has attained the age of 
twenty-one years subsequent to the last annual assessment and 
resided in the town since April | last preceding, or who is exempt 
from taxation for any cause, shall, while residing in such town, be 
a voter in town meeting; but such citizen, if a resident of an in- 
corporated village within such town, shall not vote in town meet- 
ing for town road commissioner unless at least fifteen percent of 
the last highway tax of such incorporated village has been paid 
to the town treasurer to be expended upon the highways of the 
town outside of such incorporated village. A person qualified 
to vote in Town meeting under the provisions of this section shall 
be qualified to vote in all other municipal meetings.”

Report of the School Department 


During the past school year 31 students were enrolled in the 
elementary classes. State aid was paid on an average daily 
attendance of 25.8 pupils. High school tuition was paid on 10 
students and the average daily attendance of high school pupils 
was 10. Total state aid for elementary and secondary students 
was paid for 35.8 pupils. 

Progress during the year in the elementary school, indicates 
that of the total 31 pupils enrolled, 27 were promoted, and 4 
transferred to other schools. 


Average cost per elementary school pupil was $269.78, and per 
high school pupil $190.00. 


At the beginning of this school year we were notified of a 
change in the policy of the State Health Program in relation to 
schools. Public health nurses were instructed to place their 
emphasis on civil defense and community work with schools re- 
ceiving less time than in the past. ‘To better acquaint the teachers 
with some of the added responsibilities of the health program, a 
special meeting was held at the health center in Newfane in the 
early fall. Under the direction of Miss Dorothy Allen and staff, 
problems pertaining to communicable diseases, school sanitation 
and eye and ear testing, were studied. In spite of the curtailed 
program our public health nurses have been most cooperative in 
rendering valuable aid to our schools. 


In order to improve the hand writing of our pupils, a special 
course of writing was introduced this fall in the first two grades. 
The Rhodes, Veal, Davidson course published by E. C. Seale & 
Co., of Indianapolis was adopted. After careful study and 
observation, if the needs of the pupils warrant, this course will be 
extended on into the third grade. It does not seem necessary at 
this time to carry this formalized program beyond grade three. 
However, this does not mean that writing will not be taught in 
the upper grades. The general recommendations of the State 
Department of Education will be followed and emphasis will be 
placed on the particular problems of the individual student. The 
cost of this course figures 24c per pupil. 

A fixed policy in the past has been to provide workbooks in 
Arithmetic and English for all students in the third grade. The 
cost of these books at present is approximately 50c each and they 
are usable for one year only. It is being recommended for the 
coming school year, wherever textbook budgets will permit, that 
cloth bound textbooks be purchased to replace the paper covered 
workbook. The life of a cloth bound textbook is six or seven years. 
Although the initial cost will be higher, it is evident that over a 
period of time a substantial savings will be effected by this step. 
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The finding of adequately prepared teachers for our rural 
schools in the years ahead will be one of the major problems of 
rural communities. It is predicted that there will be a shortage 
of elementary school teachers until at least 1960 and longer if our 
population curve continues upward. We offer three points for 
consideration which have considerable influence in attracting 
teachers into a community. 


1. Problems of teaching. In the past few years there has 
been a decided increase in undue criticism of our schools. Much 
of this has been due to a natural increase in cost of public education, 
and the general unrest of the times. A great deal of this criticism 
has fallen upon our teachers. Criticism of personal habits as well 
as profession] procedures has had a_ tendency, which is becoming 
serious, to discourage young people from entering the profession 
and has driven many older teachers into other fields of endeavor. 
A conscientious effort on the part of parents and the members of 
the community to fully understand and appreciate the problems 
the teacher faces daily, would go a long way toward helping to 
keep teacher moral at a high level. 


2. Working conditions. Many teachers, particularly of the 
younger generation, will not accept positions in schools which lack 
modern plumbing and heating facilities. What was good enough 
for us when we went to school is not what the present generation 
knows. They refuse to turn back the clock and to do without 
running water, flush toilets and heating units which produce an 
even temperature. 


3. Adequate salaries. The average rural school teacher’s 
salary figures less than a dollar and a quarter per hour. Working a 
minimum of 45 hours per week, including outside preparation for 
classes, 36 weeks per year exclusive of summer school and attend- 
ance at professional meetings, the average rural school teacher’s 
hourly rate is less than current wages paid carpenters, plumbers 
and other skilled workers. In many cases it is less than the hourly 
rates of manual labor. Teachers are required to spend four years 
in preparation over and above high school. In addition, once in 
five years attendance at summer school is required and full ex- 
pense for this must be paid by the teacher. Such costs average 
$175 to $200. We expect our teachers to dress well and to con- 
tribute generously to all community affairs. The day when it was 
considered a privilege to board the teacher has long since dis- 
appeared and the problem of finding adequate living quarters or, 
as an alternative, the maintenance of a car for travel to suitable 
lodging, is another problem which faces the young teacher con- 
sidering rural school positions.

These are all problems which face our rural communities and 
problems which must be solved if we are to maintain a reasonable 
standard of teaching efficiency in our schools. 


The kind cooperation of parents, citizens, teachers and school 
directors during the past year has been greatly appreciated and a 
continuance of this fine spirit will bring a full measure of success in 
our mutual problems in the future.

Last spring new seats were purchased and installed in the East 
Dover School. During the summer the interior of the school was 
redecorated after new ceiling and side wall material had been 
applied. The application of this material will be most beneficial 
in preventing heat loss. Minor repairs were made on the roof. 
Bare spots on the West Dover building were given a priming coat 
of paint during the summer. It would be economical to the town 
if this building could be given a complete coat of paint within the 
next year or two. 

There are two or three projects which could be set up as goals 
of improvement in the near future for your schools. The instal- 
lation of running water into the schools and new heating units 
which would provide uniform temperature which could be main- 
tained day and night. Both schools are also in need of additional 
playground areas. If these projects were spaced over a period of 
three or four years, the cost to the tax payers would not be too 
burdensome. Interested community groups might be able to 
help out considerably. Regardless of the source of the funds, 
financial aid can be received from the State Standardization Fund 
to help out on any of these projects. We could reasonably expect 
thirty to fifty per cent of the cost of these projects, depending on 
how and when the work was done.

The budget for the 1952-53 school year calls for a school tax 
rate of $1.83, an increase of 23 cents, or about 14 percent, over the 
current year. This is the closest estimate that the Board can make 
now of the bills it will have to pay for the coming school year. If 
circumstances change in the future particularly if a curb is put on 
the national inflationary spiral which is largely responsible for this 
increase, they may make it possible to reduce the figure; your 
school directors will of course, make every economy consistent 
with the educational needs of the children of Dover.

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For the first time in some years, it has been possible for the 
Board to run the schools without recourse to borrowing; we feel it 
is better to continue this pay-as-you-go policy and thus avoid an 
indebtedness which might be difficult to pay off in future years.

Report of Social Welfare Dept. 


Vermont Department of Social Welfare 
Montpelier, Vermont 


This is our sixteenth annual report to the citizens of the Town 
of Dover, on State payments in your municipality of various types 
of assistance and welfare during 1951. 

The total number of recipients in the State has declined, but 
expenditures are larger by reason of increases in the legal monthly 
maximums authorized by the 1951 Legislature. Funds for the 
support of these programs were derived from the Federal Govern- 
ment 57-5%, State Government 37.6% and Town or City 4.9%. 
Total administrative expenses for the four types of Public Assist- 
ance were 4.2% and for all programs and services 6.5%, giving 
Vermont top ranking in the nation for low cost. In Vermont one 
in six persons over sixty-five receive Old Age Assistance and one 
in fifty children under the age of eighteen receive Aid to Dependent 
Children. 

None of the assistance programs are pensions. ‘They are paid 
on the basis of need and in accordance with policies and procedures 
established under law. Children and parents, in proportion to 
their ability, have legal as well as moral obligations under the 
Statutes.

if a resident of any incorporated village within such town, shall 
not vote in town meeting for town road commissioner unless at 
least fifteen percent of the last highway tax of such incorporated 
village has been paid to the town treasurer to be expended upon 
the highways of the town outside of such incorporated village. 
A person qualified to vote in Town meeting under the provisions 
of this section shall be qualified to vote in all other municipal 
meetings.”

Report of the School Department 


The total enrollment of pupils during the past year was 45, 
with an average daily attendance of 33.5. High school tuition 
was paid on 12 students and the average daily attendance was 
12. State aid for elementary and secondary students was paid 
for 45.5 pupils. 

Of the 45 pupils enrolled in the elementary school, 34 were 
promoted, 5 were promoted on condition, 4 transferred to other 
schools and 2 dropped out of school. 

The average cost per elementary school pupil was 257.24 

and per high school pupil 212.50. 
_ Normal progress and growth of our students was indicated 
in the spring by the results of the achievement tests given in 
all the schools. The Visual Aids Program has been progressing 
steadily in the district. We now have seven strip projectors and 
three 16 mm. sound projectors in use in eight of the ten towns 
of the district. Plans are now under way for additional equip- 
ment so that it is hoped by the end of the school year some type 
of equipment will be available in every town. Five towns in 
the district are now employing special music supervisors and 
other towns would do so if personnel were available. The new 
writing program introduced a year ago this fall has been very 
successful and was extended into grade three this fall. 

This fall it was necessary to install a new septic tank at the 
West Dover School. Work on this project has not been fully 
completed. A course in music has been introduced at the West 
School with Mrs. Elizabeth Gilmore of Wilmington as instruc- 
tor. Thus far we have been unable to secure the services of a 
music teacher for the pupils of East Dover. 

A half acre of land was purchased from C. H. Turner for 
playground purposes at the East Dover School. One half the 
cost of this land was paid for by the East Dover School Club 
and the other half by the State. The members of the Club are 
to be highly commended for carrying through such a splendid 
project. To fully complete this project?the services of a bull- 
dozer should be secured to grade and level the area. 

It is recommended that the heating systems of the schools, 
both of which are antiquated and inefficient, be changed. The 
installation of oil burning units spread over a period of two 
years, with the State paying a portion of the cost, would not 
be an expensive project for the Community. 

It seems appropriate at this time to point out certain trends 
which are taking place in the field of education through-out 
our State as well as in the country at large. The changes in our 
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social and economic patterns of living which have come about 
during the past decade, will have a direct influence on our 
patterns of education. The significance of these trends will 
have much bearing on the future direction which education 
takes in our communities and particularly on the children of 
our communities.

The trend in enrollment will continue upward as the peak 
birth rate of the five year period shown and the highest birth 
rate in the history of our country was in 1951. It is now being 
predicted by the Bureau of Census that the birth rate of 1952 
will exceed that of 1951. This means we will not reach the peak 
of enrollment in our elementary schools until 1958. With badly 
crowded conditions in many of our buildings in the district at 
present, it would seem that plans should be formulated in the 
near future for expansion of plant facilities. 

The decrease in rural schools and the movement toward 
larger school units has been due to, a desire to provide better 
school programs, more scientific approaches in teaching methods 
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which are more efficiently handled in one and two grade sit- 
uations, the teacher shortage and the economy affected by 
operating one large unit over several smaller units. This move- 
ment will undoubtedly continue in the present direction. 

With increasingly better road facilities and the requests of 
parents for better transportation to all types of schools, it is 
more economical to transport pupils to one large unit than 
several smaller ones by using larger bus facilities. It is of in- 
terest to note that the one town owned operated school bus 
in the district last year transported more pupils at a lower 
cost per pupil than in any other town. 

Changes from the one room type of school to larger units 
has come about in part by unwillingness of teachers to teach 
in the smaller schools. In justice to our teachers it should be 
said that this is not due to any attempt on their part to shirk 
responsibilities of our one and two room rural schools but rather 
from a sense of futility in attempting to give each child adequate 
instruction when working under the overwhelming handicaps 
which the many graded rural school present. As is clearly in- 
dicated, salaries in the larger schools are greater than in our 
rural schools. 

Studies by citizens committees should be inaugurated in 
each community and among communities to determine future 
policies. Such studies would result in the most economical 
interests of the towns, as well as enabling communities to pro- 
vide desirable educational programs for our children. 

May I again express my appreciation to each of you who 
has, in some way, contributed to the success of our schools 
during the past year.

The Vermont Department of Health since July 1, 1951 has 
offered a program which affords an opportunity for all the 
towns in the state to have some Public Health Nursing Service. 
Prior to this date certain towns did not share the benefits of 
this service. The offering of a state-wide public health nursing 
service has necessitated the need of making it a limited program 
due to the amounts of funds available for this purpose. This 
service has been financed entirely by State and Federal Tax 
Funds. No town contributions are required. 


Under the new program, it is necessary for local citizens and 
school personnel to take the initiative in the developing of their 
own community health programs with the advice and assistance 
of the public health nurse. 

In addition to assisting with the health program for infants, 
preschool, and school children, the public health nurse, under 
the supervision of the family physician, may give services to 
persons reported with tuberculosis or venereal disease, since 
the control of these diseases is delegated by law to the Health 
Department. 

The report of Mrs. Della Lahar, R.N., Public Health Nurse, 
for the period January 1, 1952 through December 31, 1952 
shows the following services were given by her: 


180 Visits were made to families and schools 


2 Medical Conferences were held to give an opportunity 
for children in Grades 1 and 3 and those of preschool 
age to have physical examinations and immuniza- 
tions. These conferences were the responsibility of 
the School Board and the Health Council with the 
assistance of the public health nurse 

39 children were examined by Dr. Charles N. Leach and 
Dr. Milton Wolf 


23 children were vaccinated against smallpox 


20 were given toxoid to protect them against diphtheria, 
whooping cough and tetanus, and 

19 were given diphtheria-tetanus toxoid. 
Vitamin A and D Capsules which were given to school 


children with their parents’ permission were pur- 
_ chased by the Health Council. 
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The public health nurse would be glad to know of expectant 
mothers and mothers of young children who would like to dis- 
cuss with her the health needs of their families. She would also 
be glad to help in making plans for the correction of physical 
defects found at school medical examinations. A card addressed 
to ma Della Lahar, R.N., Public Health Nurse, Newfane, will 
reach her.

SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS REPORT 


Report of the School Department 


Total enrollment of pupils during the past year was 40, with an 
average daily attendance of 29. Tuition was paid on 8 high school 
students and the average daily attendance was 8. State aid for ele- 
mentary and secondary students was paid on 37.5 pupils. 

Pupil progress for the year shows that of the 40 different ele- 
mentary pupils enrolled, 30 were promoted one or more grades, and 
10 transferred to other schools. 

This past summer an oil heating unit was installed in the East 
Dover School. This is proving to be very efficient and it is providing 
a comfortable uniform temperature in the class room. In addition 
venetian blinds were installed. These have greatly helped to improve 
the light conditions in the room. 

Because of the small enrollment for this year, the West School 
was closed temporarily. The few pupils are being transported to 
Wilmington. Plans should be made to paint the exterior of this 
building, to keep it in good repair. 

The roof on the East Dover School is in need of some patching 
and should be painted. In addition, there would be considerable 
savings in fuel if the ceiling of this room were insulated. It is also 
recommended that the exterior of this building be painted. 

In September the services of a physical-education instructor for 
our schools was provided without expense to the district. This was 
done through the kindness and generosity of the Green Mountain 
Camp of West Dummerston. Miss Nancy Bachman, a graduate of 
Massachusetts State College, spends one period every two weeks in 
each school, assisting the teachers and pupils in the development of 
our program in physical education. Her work has been enthusias- 
tically received and is proving to be very beneficial. We extend our 
sincere thanks to the Directors of the Green Mountain Camp for 
their concern and interest in the welfare of our children. 

Last June we were able to arrange for a study workshop course 
for the teachers of the district. We were fortunate in securing the 
services of Miss Bernice McKee as instructor. The course was well 
attended not only by the teachers of this district but also by large 
numbers of teachers from surrounding areas. Approximately eighty 
per cent of the teachers in this district were enrolled, which was an 
excellent indication of fine professional spirit. Because of the large 
enrollment—sixty-three in all—we were forced to look for larger 
quarters than had been originally planned. Through the kindness of 
the Directors of Leland and Gray and Principal Arlo Manroe, 
suitable room was made available to us in that institution. We wish 
to express to them our profound thanks for their kindness and as- 
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sistance in helping to make this project a success. Plans are now 
under way to provide a similar course this summer. 

The 1953 State Legislature passed several laws which will have 
an important bearing on Education in Vermont for years to come. 
It seems worthwhile to briefly mention a few of them at this time: 

1. To encourage much needed plant replacement and expan- 
sion, a state aid law for school building construction was enacted. 
The law provides that the state shall pay 25% of the cost of a new 
school building erected by a community. 

2. In order to encourage more young people to enter the teach- 
ing profession and to hold our present teachers, the teachers 
minimum salary law rates were increased. The law provides for a 
$2,500 minimum starting salary for graduates with four years 
of training and for proportionately lower salaries for teachers with 
less training. 

3. A companion law to the teachers minimum salary law was 
the increase in payments of the existing state aid law to assist the 
towns in providing for the increase in teachers salaries. All towns 
in the district benefited substantially by the new increase. 

4. One other measure of importance voted favorably upon by 
the legislature was the proposed constitutional amendment which 
deals with the question of each town or towns jointly maintaining 
schools with the consent of the General Assembly. There are 
seven towns in the state, one in this district, which do not main- 
tain a school and it is a serious question whether these towns are 
not now violating the constitution. A vote in favor of this amend- 
ment would clear up this situation. 

It is of interest to note that the vital statistics for the year 1953 
show an all-time high birth rate. The problem of providing adequate 
education for the coming generation appears to be increasing as the 
years go on. 

In conclusion I wish to express my appreciation and thanks to the 
teachers, school directors and all others for their cooperation and 
help in promoting the fine work that has been accomplished in our 
schools during the past year.

The Board of School Directors recommend a school tax rate of $1.90 
on the grand list for current expenses and 20 cents on the grand 
list for a reserve school fund for capital improvement, making a 
total tax of $2.10. 

We are faced with a peculiar situation in the Dover School Dis- 
trict: while there are not enough children attending school in West 
Dover to make it worthwhile to keep the school open there, in East 
Dover on the other hand the School is now so crowded that some 
of the younger children cannot get the attention they are entitled to. 
Looking ahead, it appears that there will be more children coming 
into school each year for several years; therefore at the end of two 
more years, the School Board will have had to decide on one of two 
possible ways of solving this problem : 

1) A room will have to be added to the East Dover School; or 

2) Some grades will have to be housed in the East building, un- 

der one teacher, and some in the West, under another. 

There are other ways of taking care of our overcrowding: for 
example, some or all of the East Dover children might be sent to 
a central school outside the town limits. But this is only a future 
possibility : it is not going to help us now. 

Whatever is done, it appears that the School District will have 
to spend and therefore raise, a good deal of money before long to 
take care of the Dover children adequately. We have decided that 
it is more sensible to get some of this money in advance of the time 
it is needed rather than to be faced, suddenly, with the need to raise 
it all as one lump sum. 

Therefore we recommend that the town this year raise an addi- 
tional 20 cents on the grand list to be set aside in a special fund for 
anticipated capital school expense.

YOUR PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING SERVICE 


During the year 1953 the Vermont Health Department has made 
available to the citizens of Dover the part time services of a public 
health nurse, Mrs. Della Lahar. 

The educational program which is offered, subject to the approval 
of the family physician, includes assistance to expectant mothers 
and new mothers who are having their first babies or have special 
problems with themselves or their babies. Counseling is available, 
too, for parents whose older children present problems, and to 
adults. Assistance to the schools with their health program is in- 
cluded. Referrals to health and social agencies are made as 


- necessary. 


Mrs. Lahar’s activities in Dover during 1953 have included the 
following : 


20 visits to infants and preschool children 
25 visits to school children and to schools 
32 other visits 


20 preschool children were given medical examinations by 
Dr. C. N. Leach at a well child conference arranged by 
Mrs. Halbert Bartlett and Mrs. Robert Carey 


26 school children were examined by Dr. Milton Wolf at a 
medical conference sponsored jointly by the Dover School 
Board and the Vermont Health Department 


12 children were vaccinated against smallpox, 8 were im- 
munized against diphtheria-tetanus and whooping cough, 
and 18 against diphtheria and tetanus 


The Health Council, of which Mrs. June Mundell is chairman, has 
been active in carrying on health projects including assisting with 
the medical conference program, purchase of vitamin capsules for 
school children, and raising money for corrective work. 

Their interest and assistance have made the public health nurse’s 
program much more effective than it could have been without their 
help.

This is our eighteenth annual report to the citizens of the Town 
of Dover on State payments in your municipality of various types 
of assistance and welfare during 1953. 


The total number of recipients in the State has remained stable 
for three years but expenditures are larger by reason of increases in 
payments authorized by the Legislature and increases in cost of 
services, including rent. Funds for the support of these programs 
were derived from the Federal and State Governments. The towns 
and cities participated financially in two of the programs as indi- 
cated below. Administrative expenses for the four types of Public 
Assistance were about 4.4 percent, the lowest in the North Atlantic 
States and among the lowest in the nation.

The Board recommends a school tax of $2.57 for current 
operating expenses, plus an additional small sum toward 
additional capital school expenses, in keeping with the pro- 
cedure of last year. The additional sum recommended this 
year is 13 cents, as against 20 cents last year, to make a 
total tax of $2.70. The increase in current expense is due 
to higher anticipated costs of operation, but it is still one 
of the lower tax rates in this whole school district. 

A sharp inerease in our school enrollments is indicated 
in population estimates for the Dover community, and there- 
fore we feel that it is necessary to plan extremely carefully 
for the future. In this connection we have inserted an article 
in the warning asking for permission to use a small portion 
of the anticipated capital expense fund for paying for further 
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School Account (Cont’d) 


study of an area school for the pupils of East Dover with 
the towns of Newfane and Townshend. We feel that this 
expense is worthwhile because it is necessary to determine 
the true cost of such a venture: by invstigation and careful 
planning it will be possible to save the taxpayers’ money in 
the long run. 

Since the need for adding to the special fund for anticipated 
capital school expense seems even more urgent this yar than 
it did when we presented the problem last year, your Board 
recommends that the additional 13 cents on the Grand List 
be added to the special funda.

During the past year the East Dover School Club presented 
the East Dover School with an additional parcel of land for 
their playgrounds. This fall this was graded over so that the 
play area facilities have been greatly improved. 


The roof of the East Dover School was repaired and new 
shelves were installed in the rear of the room. A spirit dupli- 
eator was purchased for the use of the teacher. We will recover 
half of the purchase price in state aid. 


The exterior of the West Dover School was painted. This 
greatly improves the appearance of the building and it will 
help to keep it in good condition for several years to come. 


For several years, the Brattleboro Branch of the American 
Association of University Women have been making a dona- 
tion to the district for aid in improving rural school education. 
For the past two years we have used this fund to add to our 
strip film hbrary. We wish at this time to acknowledge their 
kind and helpful interest in our schools and to thank them 
for their generosity. 


We wish to eall to your attention recommended legislation 
of the State Department of Education to the legislature. It is 
as follows: 
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School Account (Cont’d) 


1. Union School Districts. Amendment of the present union 
high school district law to permit union districts to operate 
elementary schools if the member districts so vote, as well 
as to authorize the formation of union districts for the pur- 
pose of operating elementary schools. 


2. School Attendance. Amendment of state aid law to base 
payments on average daily membership rather than average 
daily attendance. (Note: This would increase state aid paid 
to the towns from 3 percent to 4 percent). 


3. Building at State School of Agriculture. Authorization 
of construction of a combination auditorium and cattle show- 
room at the State School of Agriculture and provision of 
funds there for. 


4. Supervisory Union Boards. Strengthening of the super- 
visory union board by enacting legislation permitting it to 
hold property, establish a district treasury, and employ git 
members other than the superintendent. 


5. Contract with Superintendent. Authorization for super- 
visory union boards to contract with a superintendent for a 
period longer than one year, as at present specified in law. 


6. Assistants for Superintendents. Provision for state aid for 
supervisory unions employing clerical, administrative or su- 
pervisory assistants for superintendents. 


7. School District Meetings. Amendment of statutes govern- 
ing school district meetings to authorize school directors to 
call town school district meetings and to permit the holding 
of the annual town school district meeting on a date other 
than town meeting day. 


If you are interested in any or all of these proposals, we 
suggest you contact your town representative or the Edu- 
eation Committee of the Legislature. All would be beneficial 
in improving the educational opportunities for the children in 
our Vermont schools. 


We wish to point out that President Eisenhower’s State of 
the Union message to Congress recommended federal aid for 
rural school building construction. Towns which anticipate 
any change in school building structure in the next five to ten 
vears would save considerable money by making plans imme- 
diately. Our Vermont State Aid for schools which is twenty- 
five percent of cost, will be depleted in about three years, ac- 
cording to estimates of the State Board of Education. Federal 
aid will probably be available about a year from now. Com- 
munities that have plans oe and are ready to make appli- 
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School Account (Cont’d) 


cation for both types of aid as soon as federal aid is available, 
stand to benefit substantially. We urge you to give this your 
immediate and serious consideration. With foresight and wise 
planning now, all towns in the district may have modern 
schools at a substantial savings within the next few years. 


It is of interest to note the following trends in education: 


1. There is a 1% million increase in enrollment this fall over 
last year, in the schools of the country. 


2. School administrators at a national level are expected 
to hire 80,000 teachers this year who are not qualified. 


3. The number of new teachers needed to keep apace with 
enrollments and to reduce elass size will fall short by about 
135,000. 


4. It is estimated that in Vermont alone, we will need 120 
to 180 new teachers, to take care of increased enrollments. 
This does not take into consideration teachers retiring because 
of age or the normal turnover, which is estimated at 250. 


5. One hundred twenty two teachers will graduate from our 
teachers colleges in Vermont this coming June. Some will leave 
the state, join the Army or get married so all will not be 
available, to help meet our needs. 


6. The birth rate for the country in 1954 was greater than 
in 1953 which was the highest on record. 


I wish to express my thanks and appreciation to all officials 
and citizens who have helped to contribute to the success of 
our schools during the past year.

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YOUR PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING SERVICE 


During 1954 the Vermont Health Department has offered the 
same type of Public Health Nursing Service as has been avail- 
able since 1951. The Public Health Nurse for Dover is Mrs. 
Della Lahar who has her office in Newfane. A total of 133 
visits were made to or on behalf of 45 residents of Dover. 


Mrs. Lahar’s time is divided for the most part among the 
following activities: 


Health Supervision of expectant mothers and young children. 


School Program: Assistance with vision and hearing testing, 
conferences with teachers concerning health problems observed 
in their pupils, visits to homes of children and to physicians 
and others in their behalf. 


Clinics and Conferences: Well-child medical conferences for 
medical examinations and immunizations for children under 
6 and for school children in selected grades. Chest x-ray Clinics, 
Crippled Children’s Clinics are others with which she assists. 
She may also arrange for referrals to Child Guidance Clinies 
and Tumor Clinies. 


Twenty-three children under 6 were examined by Dr. Charles 
N. Leach at a well-child medical conference arranged by the 
Health Council. 


No medical conference for school age children was held 
since all the school children were examined in 1953. 


A large proportion of the children examined showed need 
for dental care. This is true in all sections of Vermont and is 
a problem which merits special attention. It would not be 
possible to provide dental care for all children but it would 
be possible to carry on an educational campaign among both 


children and adults, stressing the importance of regular use 


of a tooth brush, lower consumption of sweets and soft drinks, 
higher consumption of milk and vegetables and provision of 
supplementary A&D vitamins for all children. 


In a program such as ours in which the nurses all have large 
territories, the success of their work depends upon the interest 
and cooperation of the local people. Many people in Dover 
have been of assistance and we would like to take this oppor- 
tunity to acknowledge what they have done to promote health 
in their home town.

This is our nineteenth annual report to the citizens of the 
Town of Dover on State payments in your municipality of var- 
ious types of assistance and welfare during 1954. 


The total number of recipients in the State has remained 
stable for four years but expenditures are larger by reason of 
increases in payments authorized by the Legislature and in- 
creases in cost of services, including rent.
